Water  Supplies; 


There  was  a considerable  increase  in . the  daily  consumption 
of  water,  which  has  risen  consistently  over  the  past  10  years.  The 
consumption  in  1946  was  290,540,000  and  in  1957  the  total  annual  con- 
simption  was  469,047,000  gallons. 

The  total  number  of  houses  in  the  district  is  approximately 
7,320.  The  number  of  dwelling  houses  without  a piped  supply  of  water 
from  the  main  is  approximately  52.  The  approximate  niamber  of  farms 
without  a piped  supply  of  water  66,  practically  all  of  which  are  in  isol- 
ated positions  and  considerable  distances  from  existing  mains. 

The  estimated  present  population  of  the  district  is  25,780 
and  it  is  estimated  that  90.73  per  cent  of  the  population  is  supplied 
with  mains  water. 

I think  one  should  ccnstantly  bear  in  mind  the  possibility 
of  the  better  co-ordination  and  unifying  (in  so  far  as  this  is  physically 
possible)  the  various  small  water  undertakings  and  sources  of  supply.
